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Elba Police Chief discusses rash of fires from July 12-17th

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey discussed a rash of 
fires the city experienced 
between the week of July 
12th through July 17th, and 
he said there were various 
causes of these fires, includ- 
ing arson on a couple. 

“It has been reported that 
Elba has a fire bug,” Chief 
Hussey said. “I take excep- 


tion to that.. 
bugs.” 

The Monday night, July 
12, fire that destroyed the 
Elba Chamber of Commerce 
building on Putnam Street 
has been determined to be 
an electrical fire, accord- 
ing to Hussey. He said two 
investigators from the state 
fire marshal’s office came 
the day following this fire 
to investigate and determine

the cause of fire, and they 
concluded it was electrical 
with no foul play involved. 

A Tuesday, July 13, fire 
at 1028 Martin Luther King 
Drive was determined to be 
arson. 

“Two brothers had been 
staying in a trailer at this 
residence without electric- 
ity,” Hussey said. “They got 
into a cuss argument, for 
lack of a better explanation, 
and one barricaded himself 
inside a room. The other got 
some accelerant put a match 
to it and smoked him out. 
That man is now in jail.” 

Another arson occurred 
Wednesday, July 14, on 
Simmons Street, according 
to the chief. He said the 
police department received 
multiple complaints from 
an individual at this resi- 
dence claiming there were 
people walking on the roof. 
He said officers responded 
three times before explain- 
ing to the individual about 
the misuse of the 911 syste. 


This July 13th fire was determined to have been intentionally started when two brothers 
were arguing. Elba Police Chief Leslie Hussey said this week, the investigation revealed 
that one brother barricaded himself inside a room while the other “smoked him out” by 
starting the fire. This incident resulted in an arrest, according to the police chief. 


“Next call we get is a 
fire,” Hussey said. 

He said during the inves- 
tigation the individual 
admitted to setting the fire 
accidentally; however, due 
to the nature and man’s con- 
dition, there is a warrant out 


for the arrest of this person. 
“He has moved to another 
city now,” Hussey said. “We 
have had some contact with 
him, but we haven’t been 
able to locate him in person 
yet to make the arrest.” 
After a break from fires 


on Thursday, July 15, the 
chief said a car fire at 656 
Reynolds Street was deter- 
mined to be arson as: well. 
He said home security

Elba Police Chief Leslie Hussey 
said dispatch received a report 
around 9 p.m. Sunday night of a | 
reckless driver on Old Samson Road.

Hussey said an officer made contact with the suspect 
vehicle, which stopped after going around a curve; however, 
as the officer got close, he said the suspect took off again. 
A brief chase began, and the suspect vehicle missed making 


to elude officers, but a struggle ensued. He said a taser was 
used on the suspect. 

“During all of this, one of our officers got a shoulder 
knocked out of place,” Hussey said. “It was bad enough that 


| he had to be put to sleep to put the should back in place.” 


~-Officers arrested Timmy Kyles, age 44, of Elba. He was 
charged with DUI (alcohol), reckless driver, attempting to 
elude (no injury), and resisting arrest. 

Kyles was released from the Coffee County Jail on 
Monday on bonds totaling $2,500. 

Of the incident, Chief Hussey said this is a prime 
example of just how quickly things can escalate and get 
out of hand. He said fortunately this particular incident 
was no worse. 


New water/sewer department supervisors 
introduced at Elba W&E meeting this week 


regarding a new increased 
spread of COVID-19 and 
variants Monday, July 26, 
during the Coffee County 
Commission meeting. 

Brown said Alabama had 
recorded 13,982 new cases 
of the virus in the past 14 
days [as of Monday morn- 
ing], or about 1,000 new 
cases per day. That com- 
pared to only 130 new cases 
per day being recorded 
statewide at the beginning 
of July. 

“That’s quite an increase 
since the beginning of July,” 
Brown said. “If we keep 
going at this rate, in about 
two weeks, we will be at the 
height we were [with cases] 
back in January. That is how 
fast this thing is going right 
now.” 

He said Coffee County 
also had experienced a 
three-fold increase with 
new cases in the past two 
weeks. When he reported 
two weeks ago [at the July 
12th Commission meeting], 
the county was seeing about 
71 new cases every 14 days. 
Now, he said the county is 
seeing about 264 new cases 
every 14 days. 

“Again, if this contin- 
ues at that rate, we will 
be back to where we were 
in January,” Brown empha- 
sized. 

As for those being hos- 
pitalized with the virus, 
Brown said the number of 
hospitalizations across the 
state had risen from 277 
two weeks ago to 870 as of 
Monday morning. He said 
that number could poten- 
tially double over the next 
two weeks. 

“There’s not a whole lot 
we can do about it now 
unless people do what they 
are supposed to do,” Brown 
said. “The way I look at 
it...this is kind of a map. 
We can stop where we are if 
people will get the vaccine.

If we want to slow it up, 
people must start wearing a 
mask and social distancing. 
Otherwise, we just have to 
hope our map is wrong and 
the numbers are wrong.” 

Coffee County E911 
chairman Dean Blair 
agreed with Brown as he 
too encouraged people to 
do the things necessary to 
slow down and prevent the 
spread of the virus. 

“It puts emergency 
responders in a bad predica- 
ment when they are going 
in and out of homes, etc.,” 
Blair said. “So, we just 
encourage citizens to do as 
James said and do the things 
necessary.” 

Brown also touched on 
‘breakthrough cases’ where 
those who have been vac- 
cinated still end up catching 
the virus, He said for those 
who get the two shot vac- 
cines [Pfizer or Moderna], 
those vaccines are said to be 
95 percent effective, which

Elba W&E board votes on logos for water tanks 


In preparation for the next 
phase of the ongoing water 
system project in Elba, the 
Water and Electric board is 
seeking bids for the repaint- 
ing of the three elevated 
water tanks. 

During a previous meet- 
ing, water board members 
discussed using the city 
logo on all three of those 
tanks to have a uniform 
look. Since that discussion, 
some citizens had expressed 
their desire for the tank on 
the Elba City Schools cam- 
pus to continue to display a 
logo reflective of Elba City 
Schools as it currently does. 

“This group last time said 
it was fine to go ahead and 
make [all three elevated 
water tanks] the same with 
the City of Elba logo, but 
there has been a lot of dis- 
cussion about that,” Elba 
Water and Electric super- 


visor Tom Maddox said. 
“There are many in town 
who would like for us to 
go back with some school- 
related logos on the water 
tank at the school campus.” 
Project engineer DeAnn 
Grantham said it is typically — 
during the bid process that 
colors and logos are deter- 
mined to allow contrac- 
tors to bid the project cost 
appropriately. Therefore, 
she said going with a dif- 
ferent logo for that the tank 
on the school campus would 
need to be addressed prior 
to the Aug. 132 bid open- 
ing to allow contractors to 
offer proper bids ahead of 
time. She said any changes 
made after the bid open- 
ing would require a project 
change order and could jack

we can do,” Gooding said. 
“I’m excited to be here. I 
am big teamwork and integ- 
rity. I have encouraged my 
team...

In the few weeks Gooding 
has been on the job, he said 
he has done a lot of observ- 
ing and some Spring clean- 
ing of things. He said there 
were 20-25 active leaks 
across the water system 
when he arrived on the job, 
and he and his team have 
fixed those. 

“As of this morning we 
only had three leaks, and 
we've got a couple more 
as of the end of the day for 
tomorrow,” Gooding said. 
“But, we are hot on the trail 
of the leaks. We had two 
major one when | came in 
that we’ve been able to fix.” 

Looking at the big pic- 
ture, Gooding said he want- 
ed the department to do a 
better job on its reporting

eras at this residence captured a person, wearing a mask 
and camouflage, approach the vehicle and purposely. set 
the fire. 

Chief Hussey said the resident thought they knew the 
person responsible for the fire; however, the investigation 
revealed that potential suspect was at work in another city 
at the time the fire was started. Therefore, at this time, he 
said the department has no good lead on a suspect for this 
fire, but it remains under investigation. 

The Saturday night, July 17, house fire at 1251 Martin 
Luther King Drive has been determined an accident, 
Hussey said. This was an abandoned home with no elec- 
tricity that Hussey said a homeless lady had been living in 
with her dogs. 

“She told several different stories, but the one that was 
confirmed is that she sat some groceries down on a mat- 
tress before going outside on the porch where she sat 10-15 
minutes with another person holding a conversation,” 
Hussey said. “When she returned inside, she found the 
mattress on fire.” 

Hussey said an investigator from the state fire marshal’s 
office also came to look at this fire, and while arson cannot 
be 100 percent ruled out, it is believed to be an accident 
due to the circumstances. He said the most logical explana- 
tion is one of the dogs smelled the food she had placed on 
the mattress and in trying to get to that food knocked over 
a burning candle thus causing the fire. 

The chief said the lady did have several candles burning 
inside the home due to it having no working electricity. 

“It has been an odd week or so,” Hussey said as he final- 
ized his report to Elba Council members. “Like I say...you

to ADEM, etc. He said he 
has one piece of equipment 
now that will help give bet- 
ter reporting on numbers 
for flushing, and he hopes 
to add more equipment for 
those needs in the future. 

Also, Gooding _ said 
he had a couple of team 
members that have shown 
interest in being certified 
operators. He said he has 
encouraged them to pursue 
that, and he has obligated 
himself to help them in any 
way he can to achieve that 
goal. 
David Barbaree, of 
Banks, Ala., joined the Elba 
team about one month ago 
as the new sewer depart- 
ment supervisor. He said 
he has been in the business 
a little over 30 years, and 
he is water and wastewater 
certified. 

Barbaree has worked 
with several different sys- 
tems, with his’ most recent 
job being eight years with 
the City of Roanoke, Ala. 

“When I went to Roanoke, 
they had never had a waste- 
water plant. They had five 
remote lagoons. It was a 
nightmare,” Barbaree said. 
“They were in the process 
of starting a plant, and I 
was able to start it up. I 
loved it.” 

He said his only reason 
for leaving Roanoke was 
that he wanted to be closer 
to home in Banks and be 
able to spend more time 
with his family. He said he 
asked the Lord to open a 
path for that to be possible, 
and that is when he learned 
of the opening in Elba. 

“I wanted to come home, 
so, here I am,” Barbaree 


said. “I am proud to be 
here.” : 

He admitted his first 
impressions of the sewer 
system in Elba is that there 
are a lot of things in pretty 
bad shape. physically and 
mechanically. However, he 
said he feels construction » 
upgrades underway will 
help get things where they 
need to be along with some 
other repairs. 

“We've got some work to 
do to get the 42 lift stations 
up to par,” Barbaree said. 

He added that those 
working on these prior to 
his arrival had done a fan- 
tastic job to keep things 
running as smoothly as pos- 
sible. 

“T’ve only been here a 
month, and I’ve been at the 
lagoon working,” he said. 
“We’re trying to get things 
at the lagoon under control. 
With all of the construction 
going on, it is adding some 
chemicals and things that 
don’t degrade biologically 
very well. As soon as we 
can get some repairs done 
at the lagoon and get things 
back to normal, | think 
current construction to the 
sewer system is going to 
make a big difference with 
the lagoon.” 

Much like Gooding, 
Barbaree said he would be 
compiling a list of things 
needed to improve the 
system, and he would be 
discussing those things 
with board members in the 
future. 

Board chairman Jane 
Brunson welcomed each 
to the Elba team and said 
everyone was super excited 
to have both men on board.

~ PASTOR’S CORNER

I invite you to read: Mark 6:30-34, 53-56 


The apostles gathered around Jesus, and told him all 
that they had done and taught. He said to them, “Come 
away to a deserted place all by yourselves and rest a 
while.” For many were coming and going, and they had 
no leisure even to eat. And they went away in the boat 
to a deserted place by themselves. Now many saw them 
going and recognized them, and they hurried there on foot 
from all the towns and arrived ahead of them. As he went 
ashore, he saw a great crowd; and he had compassion for 

_ them, because they were like sheep without a shepherd; 
and he began to teach them many things. 

When they had crossed over, they came to land at 
Gennesaret and moored the boat. When they got out of 
the boat, people at once recognized him, and rushed about 
that whole region and began to bring the sick on mats to 
wherever they heard he was. And wherever he went, into 
villages or cities or farms, they laid the sick in the mar- 
ketplaces, and begged him that they might touch even the 
fringe of his cloak; and all who touched it were healed. 

In this story we see the apostles, those whom Jesus has 
sent to teach and heal, return to tell Jesus everything they 
had done and taught. There is so much activity, that Jesus 
says to the apostles that they need a retreat from all of the 
“coming and going” so they can rest and eat. Yet, as they 
cast off their boat to go to that deserted place, the crowd 
followed them and met them as the came ashore. Notice 
Jesus’ reaction here. It is neither anger nor frustration. 
Indeed, the scripture says that Jesus had compassion for 
the crowd. In this moment, we get a glimpse of what God 
sees when God see us, and it is compassion. When you 
say you have compassion for someone it means that some- 
one else is hurting, and compassion is one way you can 
respond to one who is hurting. The word “compassion” 
is such a beautiful word in our language, and it literally 
means “to suffer with”. Though you are not suffering, 
compassion is choosing to let someone else not have to 
suffer alone, but to suffer in community. Compassion is 
the choice of adding suffering to our own lives for the 
sake of another. 

How often when someone else is suffering we try to 
respond, I love the Book of Job because of Job’s friends. 
When Job is suffering they come to Job, they have com- 
passion with Job, they sit on the trash heap with a grieving 
friend and join him in grief. Yet, after a period of time, 
they start trying to solve Job’s problem. They start try- 
ing to figure out where everything went wrong, they stop 
suffering with Job and start trying to fix Job. Compassion 
is suffering with another for the sake of the other. When 
Jesus looked upon the crowd, and saw their brokenness, 
their pain, their hurt, he joined them in their suffering. 
God is not some distant and removed deity who barely if 
at all cares for us. Our God chooses to suffer for our sake. 
Our God joins us in our suffering. 

If you are suffering, and you feel alone, reach out to 
those who follow Christ in this city, and let us join you in 
community. If you know of someone who is suffering in 
your life, and are terrified with how to respond, then show 
them compassion, join them in their suffering, and know 
that Job’s friends only got in trouble once they began 
speaking; sit with those who are suffering where they are, 
just like Job. For when we have compassion, when we sit 

with one who is suffering, we are acting like God, we are 
acting like Jesus.

Heat-related illness- 
es occur when the body is 
exposed to high tempera- 
tures. The incidence of these 
illnesses rises expectedly 
during warm weather peri- 
ods, and anyone exposed 
to high temperatures or 
extreme heat can experience 
symptoms when the body’s 
temperature control system 
is overloaded. 

The most common heat- 
related illnesses are as fol- 
lows: 

Heat cramps 
Heat exhaustion 
Heat stroke 

Heat. cramps—_ include 
muscle pains or spasms 
(abdomen, arms or legs), 
profuse sweat, and high salt 
concentration in the sweat. 

Heat exhaustion- is asso- 
ciated with heavy sweating, 
paleness, muscle cramps, 
tiredness, weakness, dizzi- 
ness, headache, nausea, or 
vomiting and fainting. Other 
possible symptoms may 
include cool and moist skin, 
fast and weak pulse rate, 
fast and shallow breathing, 
or irritability. Older adults, 
those with high blood pres- 
sure and those working or 
exercising in a hot envi- 
ronment are prone to heat 
exhaustion. If heat exhaus- 
tion is not treated, it may 
progress to heatstroke. 

Heat stroke or sun stroke 
— the most serious heat- 
related illness, a life-threat- 
ening problem, may occur 
when the body is unable 
to control its temperature. 
Body temperature may rise 
to 106 degrees F or high- 
er within 10 -15 minutes, 
Signs include an ‘extreme- 
ly high body teniperature, 
red, hot and dry or moist 
skin, rapid, strong pulse, 
throbbing headache, dizzi-

ness, nausea, dehydration, 
combativeness or confu- 
sion, and unconsciousness. 
Heat stroke is a medical 
emergency and even with 
immediate treatment, it can 
be life-threatening or cause 
serious long-term problems. 

It is recommended people 
drink plenty of fluids except 
alcohol or caffeinated bev- 
erages to prevent dehydra- 
tion, stay in an air-condi- 
tioned room, keep out of the 
sun by seeking shelter, wear 
a wide-brimmed hat, light- 
colored and loose-fitting 
clothing, and use sunscreen 
of SPF 15 or higher, take 
cool showers or baths, and 
reduce or eliminate strenu- 
ous activities during the 
hottest times of the day. 

Individuals with heart 
disease, diabetes, obesity, 
poor circulation, or previ- 
ous stroke problems, people 
of older and younger ages, 
and those taking certain 
medications are at greater 
risk of becoming ill in hot 
weather.

Coffee County Schools today announced its policy for free and reduced-price meals for children served in schools under the National 
School Lunch Program and/or School Breakfast Program. Local school officials have adopted the following household size and 
income criteria for determining eligibility: 

Children need healthy meals to learn and Coffee County Schools offer healthy meals every school day. Due to the COVID-19 
Pandemic, all schools in Alabama will be serving breakfast and lunch at no cost to students, as well as After School Snack at the 
schools that participate in an After School Programs. 

During this COVID-19 Pandemic, the PEBT program has allowed children to receive benefits equal to the National School Lunch 
Program reimbursement rate, which is $6.82 per day for each eligible child. Children may continue to access meals from local school 
districts while receiving P-EBT benefits. To gain P-EBT eligibility, households that experienced decreased income may apply for free 
or reduced-price meals at the schools their children attend. Below are some common questions and answers to help you with the 
application process. 

4. WHO CAN GET FREE OR REDUCED PRICE MEALS? 

* All children in households receiving benefits from Alabama SNAP and Alabama TANF, are eligible for free meals. 

+ Foster children that are under the legal responsibility of a foster care agency or court are eligible for free meals. 

+ Children participating in their school’s Head Start program are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who meet the definition of homeless, runaway, or migrant are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who are directly certified are eligible to receive free meals. 

+ When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of their children’s eligibility for free meals based on their 
participation (or a household member's participation) in the: o Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP); Food 

Distribution Program on Indian Reservations (FDPIR); or Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF), if the State program 
meets Federal standards. 

* When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of any child’s eligibility for free meals based on the indi 
vidual child’s designation as Other Source Categorically Eligible, as defined by law. Children are determined Other Source 
Categorically Eligible if they are: Homeless, Migrant, Runaway, A foster child, or Enrolled in Head Start or an eligible pre-kin 
dergarten program (see: SP 40-2013: Q&As Regarding the Participation of Head Start Programs in Child Nutrition Programs,

Elba flips the page for 2021schedule 


The Elba Tigers posted a winning record for the 14th 
straight season a year ago to add to their rich football 
history, but missed the playoffs for the first time in 13 
years, and will enter the 2021 season determined to make 
a return to the post-season party 
and to rejoin the elite across the 
state in the 2A ranks. 

Elba, which will kick off its 
100th season on the gridiron in 
2021, has posted a 585-367-27 
record during its glory years in 
football, with a total of seven 
state championships and 19 
region titles on its resume. It 
owns a 306-149-11 record at 
ihn ae anit a Ce aaa bag 

on the road, and in the playoffs 
Coach Mare Sieving boasts a 50-28 slate. 

The Tigers got off to a fast 4-1 start last season under 
new head coach Marc Sieving, including a big win over 
3A Opp, but found the wins hard to come by late in the 
season as they failed to make the playoffs in their return to 
the 2A ranks after two years in Class 1A. They averaged 
38.8 points a game and allowed 23.5 points a game during 
the season. However, their downfall came late in the 
season against area foes as they surrendered 44.6 points a 
game in their three area losses. 

Following is a preview of the 2021 season and a brief 
scouting report on the Tigers opponents: 

Daleville — Elba defeated the Warhawks 50-0 last 
season in the season opener, owns an all-time 15-6 
record in the series and has won five of the last seven 
meetings against the 3A foe. The Warhawks have posted 
32 winning seasons in their 57 years on the gridiron and 
in 1972 claimed the school’s lone state championship. 
They have won three region crowns the last ten years and 
have posted five winning seasons in the last six years. 
Last season, Daleville averaged 7.5 points per game and 
allowed 43.4 points per outing. The Warhawks will be led 
this season by Coach Will Garner, the team’s fifth head 
coach in six years, 

Opp -Elba defeated the Bobcats 26-20 last season, 
has won four straight games over its 3A rival, and has 
an overall record of 41-44 against its biggest rival. The 
Bobcats posted an 8-4 record last season on their way to 
the playoffs, their only winning season in the past four 
years. They are in their 100th season on the gridiron and 
boast 67 winning seasons and two region titles in the 
past six years. The Bobcats will be under the direction 
of Coach Mike Dubose in 2021, the former coach at the 
University of Alabama, who in seven seasons as a high 
school head coach has posted a 39-32 career record. 

G.W. Long — Elba watched a late lead vanish in a 41-34 
loss to the Rebels last season, owns a 3-3 all-time record 
in the brief series, and has lost the last two meetings. The 
Rebels are in their 57th year on the football field, have 
posted 33 winning seasons and have claimed five region 
titles in the last nine seasons. They have won at least nine 
games eight of the last ten seasons and have emerged as 
a 2A power. This season the Rebels will be led by Coach 
David Watts, their first new head coach in 12 years. Watts 
came to G.W. Long after a successful stay at Brantley as 
offensive coordinator, and has two years head coaching 
experience at Georgiana, where his teams posted a 3-17 
slate. 

Zion Chapel — Elba posted a 38-7 win over the Rebels 
last season, owns a perfect 11-0 record in the series and 
in those wins has outscored their county rivals 545-69. In 
its 60th year on the gridiron, Zion Chapel has posted 17 
winning seasons, won its last region title in 1979 and has 
made one playoff appearance in the last nine years. The 
Rebels have struggled to post only one winning record 
in the last nine seasons and a year ago struggled to a 1-9 
record after posting an 11-10 record the previous two 
years. Coach Randy Bryant will be back for his fifth year

at the helm for the Rebels and has a career record of 14-27. 

Cottonwood — Elba rolled to a big 56-6 win over the 
Bears last season, owns a 6-3 series edge and has won 
four of the last five meetings, including the last two by 
a combined score of 125-21. The Bears are in their 89th 
season on the football field and boast 53 winning records, 
state championships in 1957 and 1986, and won their last 
region title in 2010. Their last winning season came in 
2014, and over the last two years have posted a combined 
record of 5-14. Coach Dustin Harrison will return for his 
second season with the Bears and last season led his team 
to a 2-7 record. 

Providence Christian — Elba dropped a 27-20 decision 
to the Eagles last season in the first meeting ever between 
the two teams .The Eagles are in their 16th season in the 
AHSAA and have posted 11 winning seasons and own a 
96-66 overall record. Last year the Eagles struggled to a 
4-7 record, their first winning season since 2014. Coach 
Kenny Keith will be back for his ninth season at the helm 
and has posted a 60-37 record and has led the Eagles to 
four straight playoff appearances, 

Geneva County - Elba defeated the Bulldogs 50-22 
last season, owns a 27-15 series edge, and has won five 
straight games over their region rivals. The Bulldogs are 
in their 104th season on the gridiron and have posted 55 
winning seasons. They boast four state championships in 
their rich history, the last coming in 1963, while the last 
region crown was won in 1998. Last season the Bulldogs 
posted an 8-4 record, their most wins since 2013, and 
advanced to the 2A playoffs. Coach Jim Bob Striplin will 
be back for his sixth year at the helm at Geneva County 
and has led the Bulldogs to a 28-26 record during his 
tenure. 

Abbeville — Elba lost a wild 48-42 shootout to the 
Yellow Jackets last season, but owns a 7-3-1 all-time 
series edge and has won five of the last seven meetings. 
The Yellow Jackets are in their 102nd season on the 
football field, have posted 53 winning seasons and two 
state championships, the last coming in 1971. They have 
won two region titles in the last four years and last season 
equaled the most wins in program history as they claimed 
12 wins on their way to the state 2A finals. The last four 
seasons, Abbeville has posted a 39-10 record. Coach 
LaBrian Stewart will be back for his second year the helm 
at Abbeville after last season’s historic run. 

Ariton — Elba dropped a 45-32 decision to the Purple 
Cats last season in a game that eliminated it from playoff 
contention, but owns a 2-1 edge in a series that went 90 
years between games. The Purple Cats are in their 63rd 
year on the football field, have posted 35 winning seasons 
and have claimed region titles two of the last four years. 
Last season was Ariton’s first losing season in five years 
as it posted a 5-6 record, after winning a total of 29 games 
the previous three seasons. Coach Steven Kilcrease will 
return for his sixth year at the helm and has led the ‘Cats 
to a 40-20 record during his tenure. 

Houston County — Elba posted a 40-19 win over the 
Lions last season, owns a 4-3 series edge and has won the 
last three meetings. The Lions are in their 93rd year in the 
gridiron and have posted 39 winning seasons, with their 
last region crown coming in 2001. The Lions have posted 
only one winning record since 2010, over the last three 
years have a 4-26 record, and have struggled to back-to- 
back one win seasons. Coach Chip Harris is in his second 
year the helm at Houston County, but previously coached 
at the school from 1977-2001. 

Kinston is a 1A 
school, Zion Chapel is a 2A school and New Brockton is 
a 3A school, and I understand the difference in student 
population and the number student-athletes at the schools. 
However, Kinston does play 3A Houston Academy, 
and Kinston and Zion Chapel still play each other every 
season. If the county schools aren’t going to play during 
the regular season maybe they could get together for a 
three-team football jamboree in the spring or early fall to 
at least give the fans something to brag about. 

*** It came as no real surprise last week when 
the Alabama Department of Public Health released an 
advisory about fish consumption at the Pea River. The 
state agency has discouraged fishermen from eating fish 
coming out of the Pea River near Elba for years, and 
this year have advised anglers not to eat any species of 
fish caught in the river due to high levels of mercury in 
the fish. There is no doubt that over the centuries many 
contaminants have been pouring into the Pea River as it 
passed Elba, and while many have been stopped, there is 
probably no way to find out just where all the chemicals 
are entering the waterway. The advisory also cautioned 
anglers from eating bass caught from the Conecuh River, 
Frank Johnson reservoir, Gantt Lake reservoir, Lake 
Jackson reservoir and the Point A reservoir. The state 
reported a total of 492 samples had been taken from 41 
sites, and published the annual report to warn the public 
of possible health issues. Maybe if you clean the fish a 
little better and fry them a little longer we will all survive. 

*** Alabama coach Nick Saban was back in the 
headlines last week when he reported while making a 
speech in Texas that sophomore quarterback Bryce Young 
had already earned almost $1 million from endorsements 
after the NCAA passed its rule allowing college players 
in all sports to benefit from their name, likeness an image. 
Young has yet to even start a game with the Crimson Tide, 
but brought lofty credentials with him from high school 
and is obviously a very popular player for Bama fans all 
across the nation. Young has signed with a marketing 
agency that is used by numerous pro athletes, and will be 
a millionaire while still in college. Hey, since the players 
are already making big bucks maybe they will hang 
around college a few extra years. 

*** Clemson head football coach Dabo Swinney 
has never backed down from giving his opinion on an 
issue, and last week drew the ire of many of the nation’s 
so-called sports experts when he spoke out against 
expanding the college football playoffs. Swinney said 
when the playoffs grew to four teams it took away from 
the regular season, and declared if the playoffs expand to 
twelve teams the regular season will mean even less. In 
recent years many college players that weren’t involved in 
the playoffs sat out bowl games to avoid possible injury, 
and that number would no doubt grow if a team didn’t 
make the top 12. What really drew the ire of the sports talk 
world was when Swinney added he doubted there were 
12 teams good enough to make the playoffs and stated 
“playing more games just means playing more games.” 
While Dabo has a point, he has to remember that it isn’t 
about being fair to the other deserving teams that are being 
left out of the playoffs. It is all about money and all the 
millions that can be made by expanding the playoffs! 

*** The biggest news in college football last week was 
that Texas and Oklahoma were dropping out of the BIG 
12 Conference and would apply to join the Southeastern 
Conference, making the SEC a 16-team mega-conference. 
The so-called BIG 12, which actually includes only ten 
teams, has not been a powerful force in football in many 
years, with the bottom four teams in the group (Kansas 
State, Kansas, Texas Tech and Baylor) combining to post 
a 10-28 record last season, while West Virginia and TCU 
both posted 6-4 slates. The moves would bring with it 
even more money for the conference and all its members, 
and would also give a boost to basketball. Now we all 
get to look ahead and guess at the new make-up of the 
divisions. My choice would be to move Alabama and 
Auburn to the ‘East’ with Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, 
South Carolina, Kentucky and Vanderbilt, while the 
“West’ would include Texas, Oklahoma, LSU, Texas A & 
M, Mississippi State, Ole Miss, Arkansas, and Missouri. 
Wow, maybe the SEC should just drop out of the NCAA 
and form its own college sports organization. 

*** The annual preseason college football polls are 
out after media days at the various conferences and as has 
been the case for the past six years Alabama was picked 
to win the SEC. Georgia was the second choice to win the 
conference, while no other team received more than one 
vote. Auburn was picked to finish fifth in the SEC West, 
with Mississippi State at the bottom, while over in the 
East, Kentucky as a surprise third, with Vanderbilt picked 
last, as always. The Sunbelt Conference also announced 
its preseason picks, voted on by the league’s coaches, and 
Troy was picked to finish last in the Sunbelt East, with 
Coastal Carolina and Appalachian State picked atop the 
division. Georgia State and Georgia Southern were both 
picked to finish in front of the Trojans, who apparently 
no longer have the respect of the league’s coaches. Over 
the Sunbelt West, Louisiana was picked to lead the pack, 
with ULM seated at the bottom. The preseason polls 
don’t mean anything and are good for nothing more than 
billboard material for teams. However, they do show the 
respect given the programs, and in the Sunbelt the Trojans 
have definitely fallen from grace.
